With  this  in  mind,  the  artist  has  depicted  Lincoln  from  the  log 
cabin  to  the  Unite  Fonse. 

On  extreme  left  of  painting,  the  log  cabin,  the  piece  of  his  birth, 
surrounded  by  a  poor  farm  reminding  us  of  his  early  days. 

Left  foreground.-  Ann  Kutlege  his  admirer  and  one  who  understood 
him.  The  beauty  and  character  of  little  Ann  Rutlege  appealed  to 
Lincoln.  liar  ooapanionship  with  Lincoln  is  one   of  the  idylls  in 
Ameriean  history. 

In  Genter.-  Lincoln  speaking  to  his  friends  the  Armstrongs  who 
helped  Lincoln  during  his  youth  and  represented  their  son,  accused 
of  murder,  which  was  one  of  his  first  law  trials. 

Stuart  his  law  partner.   The  Indian,  the  farmer  and  child. 

Kneeling  before  him  is  the  oolored  mother  and  child,  who  look  to 

him  for  guidance. 

To  right  of  center.-  General  Lee  and  General  Grand  in  the  aot  of 
friendship. 

Back  of  them,  the  United  states  Capitol. 

In  foreground  right.-  Mary  Todd,  his  wife,  with  one  of  their  sons, 
Willie. 

The  four  members  of  his  cabinet.  (Usher  -  Stanton,  Seward  &  Bates) 

Further  right.-  The  Lincoln  Memorial,  an  everlasting  token  pre- 
sented h^-   the  people. 

To  Extreme  left  and  right.-  '?**©  famous  Gettysburg  address  is  insoribed. 
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
